loorboards creak. Suddenly-—-Bang!—a 
door slams. Footsteps come closer, then a 
loud thud echoes through the darkness. 

This may sound like a scary movie, but sounds 
can be deceiving. You’ve just entered a foley stage 
(named for 1950s sound pioneer Jack Foley), 
where experts called foley artists create cool 
sounds for movies and television. 

Dennie Thorpe, a top foley artist, has created 
more than 250,000 different sounds for movies 
that include Mission: Impossible and The Lost 
World: Jurassic Park. “\'m always listening for 
odd noises that | can re-create,” she says. 

Here are Dennie’s tips for making spooky 
sounds with household items.

weet he monster makers: Melanie Smith and 
Scott Clish are the official monster makeup 
artists. They supervise 35 makeup artists who 
apply scary makeup and prosthetics (masks made 
from foam latex) to the monsters. They transform 
more than 300 normal-looking people into spook- 
tacular ghouls in about three hours. 

Since they make a living creating monsters, 
they aren't afraid of scary movies, right? Wrong! 
After watching Alien, Melanie says. “I had to 
sleep with every light in the house on.”
